Such a result would 
be hardly less disastrous for North-East 
Ulster than for the rest of Ireland. 

We shall assume, however, that the 
Treaty is safe so far as the Imperial Par- 
liament is concerned. Tlie boundary issue 
will be postponed, and the future peace 
and unity of Ireland will depend on the 
use which our Northern and Southern 
statesmen will make of the next six 
months. Their vastly responsible task 
will be twofold, They musi try not only 


to prevent occasions of strife, but to. seize 
every chance of establishing common in- 


terests and a friendly understanding 


between the two States. The suspicious 


temper of the South is revealed in the 


complaint which Mr. Collins has addressed 
to Mr. Churchill. The frontier incidents 
have aroused passions in Ulster which 
must warn the most reckless Southerner 
against the perils of further provocation. 
There is urgent need of close and frequent 
conference between Mr. Collins and Sir 
James Craig if reason and good-will are 
to save Ireland during the coming weeks 
for the great destiny that the whole world 
desires for her.” After the Southern elec- 
tions, as we trust, the dangerous tension 
will be eased. The Southern Government 
will have real authority to enforce order, 
and wil] be able, in many substantial 
ways, toconvince Ulster of its capacity, its 
honesty, and its anxiety fof ‘peace. We do 


not think that Sir James Craig will be 
slow to respond. Then we may hope for 


the gradual development of an atmosphere 
in which even the boundaries problem can 


be discussed with some prospect of agree- 
ment.’ Surely this is the better: policy, 
both for Ulster, which has nothing to lose 
from it, and íor Southern Ireland, which 
has everything to gain.

INSIGNIA OF POWER. 
——— 
MR. CHURGHILL’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Churchill moved the second reading of 
the Irish Free State Agreement Bill in the 
House of Commons yesterday. He said that 
ihe bill gave effect to the Treaty approved by 
both Houses of Parliament. It clothed the 
Provisional Government of Southern Ireland 
with lawful powers, and enabled them to hold 
an election under favourable conditions at the 
earliest possible moment. It was fatal to 
peace, social order, and good government that 
power should be wielded. by’ men who had no 
legal authority, and that state of things must 
not be continued a day longer than was neces- 
Bary. 

The Southern Government, in dealing with 
difficulties and disorders, must be enabled to 
tisplay the imsignia of lawful power, end pro- 
ceod by measures having the sanction ‘of 
antiquity and prescription: The first object of 
an election in Southern Ireland was to secure 
a national decision on the Treaty by the people 
of Ireland. The Irish signatories to the Treaty 
took the view that the Irish Republic was set 
up at the last election, and that it could only 
be converted into an Irish Free State by the 
decision of the Irish people. They were deter- 
mined to stand by the Treaty, and to use the 
utmost influence to secure the adhesion of the 
people to the Treaty. By achieving that, they 
would disestablish, finally, the Irish Republic. 

The second object of the election was to 
secure an adequate constituent assembly, and 
the third was a secure a normal and sensible 
Parliament in Ireland. The men elected to the 
present Southern Irish Parliament: were chosen, 
not because of their fitness for government, 
but because they were most ‘obnoxious to 
British power at a time when passions were 
fiercest. There must be a Parliament. in 
Ireland which represented the hope of the 
future, rather than the hate of the past. 
‘Cheers.) The sooner an election came the 
better.

MR. CHURGHILL’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Churchill moved the second reading of 
the Irish Free State Agreement Bill in the 
House of Commons yesterday. He said that 
the bill gave effect to the Treaty approved by 
both Houses of Parliament. It clothed the 
Provisional Government of. Southern Ireland 
with lawful powers, and enabled them to hold 
an election under favourable conditions at the 
earliest possible moment. It was fatal to 
peace, social order, and good government that 
power should be wielded by’ men who had no 
legal authority, and that state of things must 
not be continued a day longer than was neces- 
Bary. 

The Southern Government, in dealing with 
difficulties and disorders, must be enabled to 
tisplay the insignia of lawful power, and pro- 
ceed by measures having the sanction ‘of 
antiquity and prescription. The first object of 
an election in Southern Ireland was to secure 
a national decision on the Treaty by the le 
of Ireland. The Irish signatories to the Treaty 
took the view that the Irish Republic was set 
up at the last election, and that it could only 
be converted into an Irish Free State by the 
decision of the Irish people. They were deter- 
mined to stand by the Treaty, and to use the 
utmost influence to secure the adhesion of the 
people to the Treaty. By achieving that, they 
would disestablish, finally, the Irish Republic. 

The second object of the election was to 
secure an adequate constituent assembly, and 
the third was a secure a normal and sensible 
Parliament in Ireland. The men elected to the 
present Southern Irish Parliament were chosen, 
not because of their fitness for government, 
but because they were most obnoxious to 
British power at a time when passions were 
fiercest. . There must be a Parliament. in 
Ireland which represented the hope of the 
future, rather than the hate of the past. 
(Cheers.) The sooner an election came the 
better.

has fallea by more than 50 per cent. But the 
Bank rate has been loth to follow the Market 
rate despite the greatly diminished demand for 
money, with the result that traders with over- 
drafts, the rate of interest on which is re- 
gulated by the Bank rate, have been charged 
more than monetary conditions have warranted. 

It is widely believed’ that the policy of keep 
ing the Bank rate out of touch with the 
Market rates has be@n designed to accentuate 
the fall in. prices with the object of raising 
the gold value of the pound sterling.

be easy to bring out “small stuff” at night 
and get rid of it.
